Wheat returns relate to epring wheat 
only, the average for the whole 
breadth advancing somewhat during 
the month. Improvement is gen- 
eral except in Washington, where 
hot winds injured the prospect in 
some districts, and State returns 
outside. this State and Wisconsin 
closely approach the standard for com- 
parison. The principal States are, 
Wisconsin, 78; Minnesota, 98; Iowa, 
95; Nebraska, 97; North Dakota, 99; 
South Dakota, 88; Washingtop, 90. 
Oats improved two points during the 
month and the figures of the condition 
indicate a medium yield per acre. 
The blight which ruined the crop last 
year was feared again, but at the date 
of the July report, it appeared in but 
a few isolated localities. The weather 


at the close of the growing seasom and ie ——— 


during the harvest generally, was 
favorable, and the late growth suffi- 
cient to largely offset the poor start 
and deficient stand. 

The cool weather which retarded 
the corn growth in the upper Missis- 
sippi Valley, was favorable to this 
cereal. materially advancing the state 
averages. The averages in the States 
of larger production are: New York, 
92; Pennsylvania, 91; Ohio, 96; 
Michigan, 86; Illinois, 86; Wisconsin, 
89; Minnesota, 94; Iowa, 98; Kansas, 
90; Nebraska, 96. 

Barley shows an improvement and 
promises a large crop in most dietricts. 
The heavy production in California 
retorns the condition at 100, or prac- 
tically perfect. In New York and 
Wisconsin, however, the prospect is 
less favorable. The first return for 
buckwheat is, the highest for eight 
years past, with a slight increase in 
the average. 

The condition of potatoes returned 
remarkably high, scoring a gain ofa 
point over last month. In 15 years 
previous to the recent season, August 
shows a condition higher than July 
bat once. Should the present pros- 
pect be contipued, the crop will be 
one of unusual proportion.

Editor paid it the compliment of 
using it among his own contribu- 
‘tions: 

“With the raw materials of an 
empire at her back, the city of San 
Francisco seems lacking in some of 
the elements necessary to enable 
her torise to her opportunities. 
Modern history shows no com- 
munity with such splendid possi- 
bilities, and none which so cdm- 


pletely fails to make use of thems 


Unsurpassed for location, unap- 
proachable in resources, and 
unrivaled in general conditions, 
revolutions in commercial methods 
and modes of travel which have 
side - tracked other cities have 
served only to strengthen her. 

“But, notwithstanding all this, 
there is no disguising the fact that 
San Francisco is being shoru of a 
large part of the territory naturally 
tributary to her, aud her more 
active spirits are asking what cen 
be done to enable her to maintaiu 
her position. It is a comparatively 
easy thing to divert trade consid- 
erably; and when we add what 
might have been developed to what 
might have been retained, it is not 
hard to see what a loss has been 
sustained. 

“If ithe Central Pacific people 
had build only to Reno instead of 
to Ogden, the trade of Utah would 
have been absolutely cut off from 
San Fraucisco, On the other ud, 
if they had built o Cheyenne, it 
would have put her in a position 
to control the Utah business and 
divide that of Wyoming. 

“ The history of Chicago is a fine 
illt.stration of this principle. She 
was much behind Milwaukee in 
the start, and her swamp-flats 
made a poor comparison with the 
fine location of the Cream City. 
But the genius of commerce pre- 
sided over her from her birth, and 
her lines have spread, like a cob- 
web of steel, overall the country 
round about. No part of the West 
was too remote for her daring 
spirits. If a corner of Iowa or 
Wisconsin showed ihe capacity to 
become a producer, it got a bank 
and a railroad, and the officers 
were agents for Chicago, undis- 
guised. From a mosquito-bed, that 
city has grown to be the second on 
the continent,and her neighbors 
have been changed from rivals to 
aide. Before the century closes, 
she will be the greatest iron-man- 
ufacturing center, and, if she does 
not quit, she will, before the year 
2000, be the greatest city on earth. 

“How does the policy of our 
leading city compare with tbat of 
Chicago? Sitting at the gate of 
what will be the garden of the 
world, what has she done to com- 
pel destiny? How proud it 
would make us to answer that San 
Francisco has stood like a young 
giant, scattering prosperity over 
the broad valleys and grand moun- 
tains. That enterprise bas been en- 
couraged, industry fostered, devel- 
opment stimulated, and a vast ter- 
ritory tied to her by bands of 
both steel and of friendship. Un- 
fortunately this is not the attitude 
assumed by the gaurdian of. the 


Golden Gate. She has preferred 


to sitat the western door of the 
continent, more like a blind beg- 
gar, taking what fell into her hand, 


without making an effort to bring’ 


trade or develop wealth. Hardly 


are not. The depression on the 
Comstock, at Eureka, and else- 
where, bas sent a contingent of 
thoroughly skilled mincrs out into 
the mountains, and for years they 
have been prospecting for ore, and 
thev have gone as far as it is possi- 
ble for them to go alone. Many of 
them have found mines which 
would pay well to handle if their 
owners hed the means. Some of 
them are far from any base of sup- 
plies, but others lie within easy 
reach. Thereis no home capital to 
build works for red ucing the ores, 
and any paper which published the 
truth about the way Nevada miuers 
are treated by San Francisco smelt- 
ers, would probably get a libel 
suit.

Large numbers of peasants and labor 
ers of the interior governments apply 
for permission to settle in Siberia. 
Some of them hope to find employment 
in central Asia on the Transsiberian 
railroad; others believe that they can 
improve their circumstances in the 
sparsely populated districts of that re- 
gion. But this migration of the people 
is viewed with some apprehension by 
the press. The newspapers see in it a

Moscow daily. “how unwillingly he 
mores even to another village if he can 
but stay in his own, must be astonished 
at the desire to move about which now 
is manifested among our peasants. The 
most saddening stories of the time of 
serfdom are reported from peasants 
whom their masters have sold into 
distant governments. Parting from 
their native villages was to them tanta- 
mount to yielding half of their lives. It 
is impossible to think that the nature 
of the Russian peasant has changed in 
these thirty years; that he has grown 
less domestic, more mobile and enter- 
prising. Weare forced to the conclu- 
sion, then, that the migration of our 
people at present is forced by ontward 
circumstances.
